’Silly Notion’ 


New Panama Canal 
Pact Recommended 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Sen. J. 
W. Fu lbright, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, called on the Johnson 
administration today to tak e the 
initiativ e in renegotiating the 
1903 Panama Canal Treaty . 
T he Ark ansas Democrat, in 
a speech prepared for Senate 
deliv ery , said it is time for 
Americans to drop what he 
called the “silly notion” that 
the Panama issu e is a test of 
c ou r a g e and resolu tion. He 
blamed “domestic politics," na­ 
tional pride and senstiv ity for 
prolonging the dispu te. 
There is “no reason," Fu l­ 
bright declared, “why the Unit 
cd States cannot pu t an end to 
the semantic debate ov er wheth 
cr treaty prov isions are to he 
‘negotiated’ or ‘discu ssed’ by 
stating positiv ely

that it is prepared to negotiate 
rev isions in the canal treaty .” 
The administration has offered 
to discu ss with Panama all ou t­ 
standing issu es between the two 
cou ntries. 
Bu t it has repeatedly reject­ 
ed Panamanian demands that 
it agree in adv ance that any 
talk s inclu de renegotiation of 
the 1903 treaty , u nder which the 
United States has the perpetu al 
right to operate the Panama 
Canal. 
Fu lbright also said that the 
United States shou ld accept Fi­ 
del Castro’s Cu ba as “a dis­ 
tastefu l nu isance hu t not an in­ 
tolerable danger."

Smith, 56, director of the Uni­ 
versity of Texas Law School’s 
Law-Science Institute, was in­ 
troduced Tuesday night as chief 
defense lawyer by Eva Grant, 
Ruby’* sister. 
A graduate of Harvard’s law 
and medical schools, Smith said 
he entered the case, without fee1 
to see that every relevant issue 
of the Ruby case was examined 
acientificaliy by “the best medi­ 
cal and legal aid available.” 
He met Ruby for the first time 
Tuesday but said he had kept 
up with the trial through anoth­ 
er defense lawyer, Joe Tonahill. 
Ruby was convicted March 14 
of slaying Lee Harvey Oswald, 
President John F. Kennedy’s ac­ 
cused assassin, and sentenced to 
death after a month-long trial. 
Ruby’s family dismissed Mel­ 
vin M. Belli of San Francisco, 
their chief lawyer after his crit­ 
icism of Dallas and the verdict. 
A Houston lawyer, Percy Fore­ 
man, accepted the case but quit 
four days later after what he 
called differences of opinion be­ 
tween himself and the Ruby 
family. 
Smith, who grew up in Dallas, 
said he would ask a new trial 
on the basis Judge Joe B. Brown 
erred in not transferring the 
Ruby trial outside of Dallas. 
Smith said the Dallas jurors “in 
•ome degree expressed the com 
munity sentiment” of what he 
called “gloom and dishonor” 
from President Kennedy’s as­ 
sassination. He said Ruby could 
have gotten a “less dispassion­ 
ate” trial elsewhere.

Soon after the first allocation 
was announced, the civil de­ 
fense division of the Adjutant 
General’s Department set up 
four meetings. 
The division will explain pro­ 
visions of Public Law 875 under 
which federal funds 
can be 
made available for certain ap­ 
proved emergency projects in­ 
volving publicly owned property.

Averaging pay for such help 
at $2 an hour, Ward estimated 
the outlay was approximately 
equivalent to 23 full-time work­ 
ers.

Temporary help has been hir­ 
ed by the state for years and 
received legal approval under a 
1959 attorney general’s opinion, 
Ward said.

“There is good reason to hope 
progress will continue favorab 
ly,” they had reported earlier 
However, U.S. Army Surgeon 
General Leonard D. Heaton said 
ha could not say when the gen 
eral would pass his crisis. The 
plans were to keep him in the 
emergency - equipped recovery 
room of the Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center, probably for a 
few days. 
MacArthur 
was 
recovering 
from a gall bladder operation 
March 6 and the jaundice which 
had brought him to the hospital 
was improving. 
Early Monday morning doc­ 
tors noted signs of severe in­ 
ternal bleeding in the digestive 
tract. Other than the bleeding, 
his condition was good, Heaton 
said. 
They diagnosed the site of the 
bleeding as the esophagus, the 
tube which conveys food to the 
stomach. 
The doctors operated to re 
move the spleen and used the 
vein that carries blood from the 
spleen as a shunt to the kidneys. 
This apparently improved blood 
flow and lowered blood pressure 
in the bleeding veins.

N«w Panama Canal 
Pact Recommended 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Sen. J. 
W. Fulbright, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, called on the Johnson 
administration today to take the 
initiative in renegotiating the 
1903 Panama Canal Treaty. 
T h e Arkansas Democrat, in 
speech prepared for Senate 
delivery, said it is time for 
Americans to drop what he 
called the “ silly notion” that 
the Panama issue is a test of 
c o u r a g e and resolution. He 
blamed “domestic politics,” na­ 
tional pride and senstivity for 
prolonging the dispute.

Fulbright also said that the 
United States should accept Fi­ 
del Castro’s Cuba as “a dis­ 
tasteful nuisance but not an in­ 
tolerable danger.”

Mystery in Moscow 


Something strange seems to be go­ 
ing on in Moscow — and when strange 
events take place in that Eurasian cap­ 
ital, it usually means trouble in other 
capitals around the world. 
What happened is that when Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev made a speech 
to the communist party’s central com­ 
mittee, part of it was censored from 
the version published in the newspaper 
Pravda. And w h e n the 
premier’s 
words are censored, there must be a 
good reason. 
The censored portion attacked vio­ 
lently “dogmatists, revisionists 
a n d 
latter - day Trotskyites.” Following the 
open central committee meeting, an­ 
other was held in secret. Did it deal 
with Peking? Perhaps. Or it might 
have had to do with schemes to buy 


more wheat — on credit, of course. 
Khrushchev recently consulted Po­ 
land’s P r e m i e r Gomulka and sev­ 
eral other red satellite leaders secret­ 
ly. One was the Bulgarian party chief, 
Zhivkov, who had just returned from 
Peking. Following these conferences, 
and then the secret central committee 
meeting in Moscow, a delegation of Ro­ 
manian communists left for Peking, 
presumably with 
Moscow’s k n o w ­ 
ledge and support. 
It seems apparent that someone in 
Moscow — is it Khrushchev or the Pre­ 
sidium going over his h e a d ? — is 
preparing the ground for a dramatic 
new move, and that the basic decision 
for that move has been taken. The free 
world can only hope for the worst.

was held in defiance of threats 
that the synagogue would be 
bombed, for her husband-to-be 
was both a dem ocrat and Jew. 


Ilona Fabian set up a hospital 
at the pleading of the Jewish 
War Veterans organization for 
1,100 forced laborers who had 
contracted typhus at the Hun­ 
garian - Russian front. She re ­ 
cruited 117 girls, Christians as 
well as Jew s, to serve as nurses. 
W i t h their heads s h a v e d to 
circum bent di s** ase - carry­ 
ing lice, the nurses and Ilona 
Fabian helped the doctors save 
all but nine of the typhus cases. 
In the last stages of the war, 
when her husband was seized 
and imprisoned by the Nazis, 
Ilona Fabian joined the under­ 
ground. 
The Fabians were united in 
Paris after the war. Bela had 
m a d e a providential escape 
from his captors at the tim e of 
General Patton’s wide penetra- 
At a women’s 
international hon 
Germany, and Ilona had 
peace conference held in 1938 
at Stockholm, the pacifists were 
carrying the day with their talk 
that anything would be prefer­ 
able to a w ar in which Hitler 
as they m istakenly predicted, 
would m ake f r e e use of a sup­ 
eriority in poison gasses. Ilona 
Fabian turned the tide by con­ 
vincing the w averers that w ar 
would come anyway, and would 
be much the worse for every­ 
one, if they showed any ten­ 
dency toward cowardice. 
The w ar did come, and in 1943 


survived three

Russian occupation of Hungary. 
Safe, but only relatively safe, 
in New York (Ilona Fabian b e­ 
cam e quite accustom ed to tele­ 
phoned threats on her husband’s 
life) the F a b i a n s fought to 
shame the West because of the 
sell - out of E astern Europe at 
Yalta. 
It’s been a good fight, and 
Bela Fabian will carry it on.

Wine Brands 


9 Out-of-State 
Vintners Rapped 


Holy Week Marks Solemn 
Moment in Christian Life 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio (AP) — 
State Liquor Director Donald D. 
Cook has ordered nine out-of- 
state wine vintners to remove 
21 brands from Ohio stores and 
bars. 
Cook said today he has given 
the vintners IO days to remove 
the wines or pay 50 cents a gal­ 
lon penalty. He charged the 
firms 
with 
mislabeling their 
brands as “pure wine.” 
No Ohio-made wines are in­ 
volved, he said. 
He said the 21 brands account 
for a $10 million annual bus! 
ness and nearly a third of Ohio’s 
annual sales of 6.5 million gal 
Ions of imported wines. 
State action came after more 
than a year of investigation and 
chemical analysis, Cook said.

Sunday through Saturday be­ 
fore Easter is 
the 
Christian 
Holy Week, observed by Pro­ 
testants and Catholics alike as 
the most solemn, most signifi­ 
cant moment of the Christian 
year. 
These seven days commemo­ 
rate the final w e e k of Jesus’ 
iarthly life — when He came 
to Jerusalem, met and chal­ 
lenged 
ecclesiastical 
leaders, 
was betrayed and crucified and 
placed in His tomb. Every one 
of these days has through the 
centuries accumulated its own 
customs — and sometimes su­ 
perstitions. 
The Germans call Holly Week 
“still” or “silent” week, and 
some Americans (mistakenly) 
call it Passion Week. 
'me way to understand this 
week best is to look at it as a 
whole. Some days are more im­ 
portant than others, but every 
day provides its own chapter in 
the story of Holy Week. 
The first day of the week was 
when He rode into Jerusalem in 
what appeared for the moment 
to be a great triumph. Later 
events proved that His Sunday 
popularity 
was 
without 
any 
real depth. This was the time 
of the Jewish Passover, when 
the city was filled with holiday 
pilgrims. 
It is believed that Jesus delib­ 
erately chose this time for His 
final encounter with the Jewish 
ecclesiastical authorities in or­ 
der that the showdown might 
come in the p r e s e n c e of the 
year’s largest crowd. Because 
of the overcrowded condition of 
the city at Passover, many pil­ 
grims found lodging for t h e 
nights outside Jerusalem and 
came in during the days. 
This is what Jesus and His 
friends did. They spent Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday nights in 
the village of Bethany, a few 
miles away. 
Palm Sunday, as a Christian 
observance, goes back to about 
the tenth century. In thousands 
of churches on Palm Sunday 
palm branches are blessed and 
carried in processions. 
The greatest of present-day 
Palm S u n d a y processions is 
the one in Rome where each 
year the P o p e , carried in St. 
Peter’s chair on the shoulders 
of eight men, appears to bless 
the palms. 
On Monday there was the fa­ 
mous clash with the m o n e y ­ 


changers, when Jesus overturn­ 
ed their tables and drove them 
out of the temple. The rest of 
the day he spent quietly preach­ 
ing and healing. 
On Tuesday the Jewish lead­ 
ers took the initiative and tried 
to trap Him into some state­ 
ment that would either discredit 
Him 
or 
e n a b l e 
them 
to 
charge Him with blasphemy. It 
was Tuesday of Passover Week 
that gave us the famous “Rend­ 
er 
unto 
C a e s a r ” 
incident 
that has b e c o m e a part of 
our everyday language. 
On Tuesday He made His last 
public appearance as a rabbi. 
T h i n g s were moving rapidly 
now. Jesus s p e n t part of the 
day teaching in the temple. To 
ward evening, he stood with His 
disciples on a hill outside Jeru­ 
salem, where w e e p i n g and 
looking down at the city, He 
foretold the city’s destruction 
in one of history’s s a d d e s t 
soliloquies. 
Wednesday is sometimes call­ 
ed “Spy Wednesday,” because 
it w a s the day on w h i c h 
Judas Iscariot made his shock 
ing deal with the Jewish priests 
promising for 30 pieces of silver 
to bring them to the place where 
they could arrest Jesus without 
exciting the populace. 
Thursday is known as Maundy 
Thursday. 
The word 
maundy 
is an E n g l i s h corruption of 
the Latin man - dati. The day 
was called “dies mandate” — 
the day of the mandate — from 
the fact that on Thursday eve- 
n i n g Jesus g a v e His f o I - 
lowers. “A new commandment 
— that ye love one another.” 
The g r e a t importance of 
M a u n d y Thursday, however, 
lies in the fact that it was on 
this day that the Last Supper 
was instituted. 
Scholars, are not sure why 
this anniversary of the crucifix­ 
ion is c a l l e d “ good” when 
actually it is the blackest day 
in all history. Some say it is 
because of 
the 
good 
things 
gained for man on the cross. 
Others say the word “ good” is 
a corruption of “ God’s” — it 
was originally called “ God’s 
Friday.” Good Friday has come 
into a l m o s t universal observ­ 
ance. From noon to 3 p. rn. 
churches of all denominations 


in all parts of America hold the 
Tre Ore” (three hour), a ser­ 
vice of meditations on the sev­ 
en utterances, c a 11 e d the Sev­ 
en Last Words, 
which Jesus 
made from the Cross. This serv­ 
ice is held from 12-3 p. rn. to 
coincide with the time during 
which the Lord actually was on 
the cross. 
Saturday brings the week and 
the season of Lent to a close. 
This was the day for baptisms 
in the early church. Christians 
in early times were prepared 
for baptism during Lent and 
brought to this sacrament on 
the day before Easter. Many 
churches, especially the Epis­ 
copal, still hold large baptis­ 
mal services on Holy Saturday. 
Easter, the commemoration 
of Christ’s Resurrection, is the 
principal feast of the Christian 
year, greater even than Christ 
mas, because to Christians it is 
the climax of God’s plan for 
man’s salvation. 
It is also the most joyous of 
all Christian days. Indeed, it 
was at one time known as the 
“Sunday of Joy.” Christians re­ 
joice over the tremendous fact 
that Jesus rose from the dead. 
They are h a p p y , too, over 
the ending of the long stern sea­ 
son of Lent.

trained guerrilla force that can 
beat the Viet Cong on its own 
ground.’* 
The idea Is not a new one. 
The 
United 
States 
has 
been 
training 
South 
Vietnamese 
Ranger companies at least as 
far back as 1961. 
In the view of tile highest entine, Jane Wright. 
U.S. military authorities, these 
counterguerrillas haven’t 
been 
nearly 
as 
effective 
as 
they 
abound have been 
One main reason, authorities 
lay is that many Ranger units 
were used as ordinary infantry 
and their special training as 
antiguerrilla bush fighters was 
wasted. 
Also, 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Nguyen 
Khanh, the new strongman pre­ 
mier, is not enunciating 
any 
new strategy when he puts for­ 
ward a plan to “ clear and hold” 
areas now overrun by the Com­ 
munists. 
As the White House statement

T hat’s the question posed by

dam age countless trees in the 
heart of the state’s fam ed red­ 
woods country north of here. 
The freeway proposal is the 
latest in a series of crises that 
have occupied 
the 
Sa, Fran­ 
cisco-based 
Save-the-Redwoods 
League since its form ation in 
1918. 
Only 250.000 acres of 
virgin 
redwood forests rem ain. And of 
this total only 50,000 acres are 
in state or national parks. 
There 
are 
few 
objects 
on 
earth that appear more im per­ 
vious to destruction than red­ 
wood trees. 
They live as 
long 
as 4,000 
years, attain diam eters of more 
than 20 feet and soar 350 feet 
high. 
Indestructibility is not really 
one 
of 
their 
characteristics, 
however. 
Heretofore, 
private 
logging 
operations have accounted for 
the demise of most of the red­ 
woods. The wood of the coast 
redwood is highly prized for its 
lurability and attractive, 
tex­ 
ture. 
But another characteristic of 
redwoods—self-creation of their 
own so-called “ life zones”—op­ 
ens them to dam age from free­ 
ways. 
Root structures direct small 
stream s within the forests and 
form basins 
to 
retain 
water 
vital to the trees. 
Freeway cuts block 
natural 
drainage, 
expose 
shadowed 
groves to sunlight, create wind 
tunnels and otherwise 
disturb 
the “life zone.” 
Such conditions 
spell 
quick 
annihilation for redwoods,

sioner M argaret Owings, a sup­

The league hopes to get na­ 
tionwide support in its drive to

Its theme: that devastation of 
redwood trees would be a be­ 
trayal of public trust.

For Human Trials

drugs 
against fem ale breast cancer— 
uncovered by a new radioactive 
screening technique 
are soon 
to undergo extensive hum an tri­ 
als, it was reported today. 
We are awaiting the results 
with considerable excitem ent,” 
said Dr. Ralph I. D orfm an of 
Shrewsbury, M ass., one of a 
team of scientists who devel­ 
oped the new drug screening 
method and also subm itted the 
new drugs to early prelim inary 
trials. 
Dr. Dorfman. of the W orces­ 
ter (M ass.) Foundation for Ex­ 
perim ental Biology, told about 
the new developments a t the 
sixth annual sem inar for science 
w riters sponsored by the A m en 
can Cancer Society. 
Asserting that the new drugs 
are all synthetic preparations 
chemically related to the male 
sex hormone testosterons—the 
first hormone used in treating 
fem ale breast cancer—the scien­ 
tist said: 
—Two of the drugs, as indicat­ 
ed by early animal and hum an 
trials, are as good of better 
than 
the 
best hormone 
now 
available 
for 
clinical 
use 
against breast cancer. 
—Six others possess antitum or 
activity of “ tho sam e order” as 
the best previously available 
m aterial of this class; and sev­ 
en others possess “ considerable 
activity.” 
The scientist indicated, how­ 
ever, that none of the new drugs 
was expected to cure a cancer 
—though some might extend the 
survival times beyond present 
limits in cases not curable by 
surgery or radiation. 
He said the results have been

promising that the

pounds soon are to be subjected 
to widescale human testing at 
at least six centers in the na­ 
tional network of hospitals p ar­ 
ticipating

He said: “The world as it was 
and the world as it is are not 
the same anymore. Once upon 
a time even large-scale wars 
could be waged without rising 
the end of civilization but what 
was once upon a time is no 
longer so—because general war 
is impossible.” 
This is just about what Khru­ 
shchev said: No one but a mad­ 
man could think of all-out war 
anymore.

Celtic Boss 
Is Dictator 


But Champ Cagers 
Lore Their Coach 


BOSTON (AP)—The balding 
man wreathed in cigar smoke 
looked like a shrub among giant 
redwood trees. 
He put down the paper cup of 
champagne abruptly and an­ 
nounced: 
“Practice tomorrow 
morning, IO sharp.” 
Coach Red Auerbach had let 
his Boston Celtics pause only 
moment to celebrate the clinch­ 
ing of their eighth straight East 
era division crown in the Na­ 
tional 
Basketball 
Association 
earlier this month. 
“One thing I’ve learned with 
the Celtics is to never show 
compassion with a winner,” Red 
says. “I r u n them ragged, 
never let them get over - con­ 
fident.” 
“He’s the meanest, most can­ 
tankerous blankety-blank I’ve 
ever played for,” says one play­ 
er. “But I wouldn't play for 
anyone else. He’s a dictator, yet 
none of us ever suffered wrongly 
at his hands.” 
In 13 previous years as Cel­ 
tics’ boss, Auerbach has guided 
six NBA champions and a run­ 
ner-up. The athletes he drives 
are fond of victory as the man 
who still delights in luring self 
styled handball and tennis ex­ 
perts into matches and trounc­ 
ing them. 
Auerbach contends all pros 
are ex-college stars used to be­ 
ing pampered so “you have to 
take a strong position so that 
they know you’re the boss. Then 
you have to keep gently remind­ 
ing them.” 
The Auerbach rule book calls 
for superb conditioning, no re­ 
marks about opponents which 
may backfire as ammunition 
later, no questioning of an or­ 
der, no cliques. 
While Auerbach needles his 
team in victory, he defends it 
staunchly in defeat, tolerates no 
attempt to single out a “goat.” 
When red-hot Cincinnati pulled 
to within one-half game of the 
Celtics last month, Auerbach 
snapped at critics: 
“Most people forget to give the 
opposition credit. We’re not pan­ 
icking.” 
Jungle Jim Los cutoff, about 
to retire after nine years, looks 
like he’s ready for a fight at 
the impact of an elbow but Red 
says: “You have to keep him 
stirred up or he won’t play bail 
for you.”

Fossil Found 
Near Cincy 


CINCINNATI (AP)—The Uni­ 
versity of Cincinnati reported 
today the finding of 400 million- 
year-old giant sea scorpion fos­ 
sils near Manchester. 
Dr. Kenneth E. Caster, pro­ 
fessor of geology and an au­ 
thority on fossils, called them

found in the Cincinnati strata.” 
He said the sea scorpions 
were prehistoric relatives of the 
modern desert scorpions and 
may have reached as much as 
six feet in length. They suffo­ 
cated in a great fall of volcanic 
ash which preserved them com­ 
pletely, he said. 
The first of the fossils was 
found about 25 years ago but 
UC geology students and staff 
members now have collected 
more than IOO specimens from 
the Manchester site—once an 
ocean floor.
